(e)  Two  small  parishes  are  without  public  main  supply,  i.e.  Wardley 
(population  22)  and  Beaumont  Chase  (population  6).  At  Wardley  a  good  piped 
supply  is  available  from  a  private  estate. 

Quantity  and  Quality 

No  centre  of  population  in  the  district  (excepting  \7ardley  already 
adequately  supplied)  is  without  mains  water.  There  are  only  a  few  isolated 
properties  outside  the  range  of  the  water  mains.  None  of  the  mains  water 
supplies  have  plumb o -solvent  characteristics. 

The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  and  the  Mid-Northamptonshire 
Water  Board  have  their  own  arrangements  for  sampling  and  examination  of  water 
supplies  and  routine  duplicate  sampling  is  considered  unnecessary. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATHS 


There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  Uppingham 
School  has  its  own  swimming  bath  for  the  use  of  the  boys  and  staff  and 
the  public  are  admitted  at  certain  times. 
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DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE

These  villages  cover  90%  of  the  population  of  the  area.  When  the 
planned  schemes  for  Ayston,  Bisbroolce,  Seaton  and  remaining  parts  of 
Preston  are  carried  out  only  about  2%  of  the  population  will  be  outside 
the  sewered  villages.  The  increase  in  number  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  installations  scattered  over  the  district  requires  increasing 
time  and  attention  to  be  given  to  their  maintenance.  The  increasing 
sophistication  of  mechanical  plant  included  in  modern  works  requires 
trained  personnel  for  its  operation. 

The  scheme  for  sewering  Bisbrooke  village  and  re-sewering  parts 
of  Glaston  village  was  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  new  surface  aeration  works  at  Uppingham  continued  to  cause 
difficulty,  due  to  the  production  of  ultra-light  activated  sludge.  A 
considerable  amount  of  study  was  given  to  the  problem  and  it  was  concluded 
that  although  the  straw  compost  beds  (used  instead  of  conventional  sludge 
drying  beds)  were  efficient  in  dealing  with  crude  sludge  from  primary  tanks, 
they  were  ineffective  in  filtering  out  the  fine  aerated  material  from  the 
final  tank.  A  build-up  in  that  tank  produced  the  phenomenon  of  rising 
sludge  and  pollution  of  the  effluent.  The  problem  was  eventually  solved 
by  installing  equipment  to  abstract  surplus  aerated  sludge  from  the  final 
tank  and  pump  it  directly  to  land  treatment.  Thereafter  the  works  pro¬ 
duced  consistently  good  effluent. 

Preparation  of  Seaton  village  sewerage  scheme  proceeded  during 
the  year,  after  some  delay  due  to  doubt  about  participation  by  a  near-by 
village  in  a  neighbouring  district. 

The  rate  of  voluntary  closet  conversions  slackened,  despite  the 
offer  of  50%  contributions  towards  costs.  Compulsion  to  secure  conver¬ 
sions  should  now  be  exercised  under  the  powers  available.  The  estimated 
closet  accommodation  for  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  -

A  ten-day  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained. 

Control  of  the  refuse  tip  was  difficult.  There  is  much  to  be  said 
for  co-operation  between  small  authorities,  to  provide  and  maintain  joint 
refuse  disposal  plant.  It  is  time  that  small  tips,  causing  nuisance  in 
the  countryside,  were  abolished  and  the  resources  of  adjoining  authorities 
combined  to  do  the  job  of  refuse  disposal  efficiently  and  hygienically. 
Refuse  disposal  tends  to  be  the  Cinderella  of  the  services  in  rural  areas. 

Wisely,  the  Council  decided  to  maintain  a  reserve  refuse  collection 
vehicle,  to  guard  against  the  delays  which  otherwise  occur  in  refuse 
collection  when  vehicle  breakdown  occurs. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 . 

The  specialist  contractors  appointed  to  do  this  work  were  efficient 
and  dealt  with  complaints  quickly  and  effectively.
